M o d e s to , July 21st.—Yesterday morning 
news was brought to this place over the 
telephone that the whole country was on 
tire north of Oakdale, or just across tlie 
¡Stanislaus river, near Burnett's station. 
Looking in that direction great clouds of 
smoke could be seen rising front the plains 
The sight was a grand and terrible one. By 
noon it was reported that over 10,000 acres 
had been burned and that the whole oottn- 
try was in danger. 
Kxcitenient ran high 
here and a great many people started for 
the lire, determined to do all they possibly 
eonld to assist those in trouble. Your cor­ 
respondent started for the tire at once. 
He 
arrived at Oakdale in the afternoon and 
found that the danger had been much 
greater than was believed in Modesto. The 
street- were filled with those who had d o n e 
good duty at the fire. H undred-of men 
were lying around with the hair burned oil' 
their heads, and when they attempted to 
tell how they fought the tire, it could lie 
seen that they suffered intense pain. II un- 
dreds of them were so badly used up that 
they were compelled to leave the tire. 


ORIGIN OF THE FIKK. 
The fire broke out on the northwest cor­ 
ner of Colonel Caleb Dorsey - ranch, about 
five miles from the river. 
It i- supposed 
that two men were smoking, and that the 
lire from their pipes caught the grain, and 
before they noticed it it got under such 
headway that no one could go near enough 
to put it out. 
W. U. Carmichael was the 
first one to discover it. lie was going to a 
| neighbor’s, and came upon the two men 
j standing looking at a small fire near hv. 
He called to them to come and help him 
put the fire out, and the three went to 
work at once. But there was a high wind 
blowing, and it soon became evident to Mr. 
a 'urniichael that the alarm would have to 
be given. He ran to Colonel Dorsey's resi­ 
dence. and in a few minutes the dreadful 
news was flying from farm to farm, and 
men gathered from all parts of the county. 


DESTRUCTION BEGUN. 
By this time it was under full headway, 
and they saw that no power under the sun 
could save Colonel Dorsey’s large ranch. 
Men rushed in with wet sacks, and many 
pulled oil'-their coats, hut the fire moved 
along faster than a horse could walk. In a 
short time it had spread over Colonel Dor­ 
sey's fields, and 1,000 acres of the finest 
grain in the county was burned to the 
ground. The fire then spread from Colonel 
Dorsey's to I. L. Grainger’s ranch, consist­ 
ing of about 800 acres. A t this point I. \V. 
Gilmer met the raging flames with a band 
of men and began to hack-bum, that is, he 
plowed several furrows and started a new 
fire. Mr. Gilmer and his men worked so 
effectually that only 120 acres of his grain 
was burned. From there it spread to AY. 
M. Muncy’s ranch, consisting of 000 acres. 
The men fought bravely, but no power 
could ikitc u, ami me wnuie tictit was in 
flames in a few minutes. By this time Ike 
Watson’s ranch was reached, and 000 acre.- 
of his fine grain was destroyed. The next 
place doomed to destruction was 11. Robin­ 
son's. Mr. Robinson lost about 1,200 acres. 


T H E F IB E CHECKED. 
By (his time the whole country was alive 
with men, and they were so thoroughly or­ 
ganized that tlie flames Were stopped. The 
fire started about 10 o’clock, and it was not 
under control until 3:30. During this tinte 
it had run about five miles and covered a 
country three miles wide, destroying some 
of the finest grain in the valley, it was re­ 
ported that several fitrm-houses liad been 
destroyed. Colonel Dorsev lost one of his 
tenant houses and the barn, valued at $000. 
He also lost a thrashing machine and one of 
Shippee's combined headers and thrashers, 
valued at about $3,000. 


DESCRIPTION OF THE FIRE. 
J. W. Gilmer, who superintended the 
fight with the fire, gave a good description 
of ir. He said to yonr correspondent: “ I 
never saw anything so grand and terrible 
in my life. 1 arrived on the scene a short 
time after the alarm was given. The flames 
were leaping front field to field at such a 
rapid pace that one could hardly keep tip 
with them. One would think that fire 
would make more rapid headway in stand­ 
ing grain than it would in stubble, but it is 
not so. Wherever the fire struck a field 
that had been headed it would run on tlie 
field rapidly. The wind was blowing quite 
a gale, but that did not do so much damage 
as did the whirlwind, which seemed to 
come up at almost every step.’’ 
“ How many men do you suppose were 
at work ?” asked your reporter. 
" I should judge there were very near 
2,0(10. They came in header-wagous, bug­ 
gies and on horseback for miles around; 
some even cante over front Stockton, and 
all went right to work as soon as they cami­ 
on the field. At first they worked without 
any system, lnrt they soon got down to 
business, and we got the fire under con­ 
trol.'’ 
“ How did you fight it 
“ Before we got organized we fought with 
wet sacks and blankets, but as soon as pos­ 
sible wo went to back-burning. This was 
the only way we could do to get it under 
control. Talk about a hot place! W hy.it 
was like a bake-oven.” 
“ Were many men burnt ?" 
“ Oil, yes; quite a number were lmmt, 
hut none seriously. The most ot them are 
in town.” 
, 


CARELESSNESS OR D ESIGN ? 
“ Do you think the two men who were 
standing near where the tire started set it 
on fire ?” 
“ That is a hard question to answer. 
After we got it under control, quite a num ­ 
ber believed that those two had something 
todo with it, but I hardly think so. Yon 
know thatit is very easy for a fire to get tin­ 
der headway from a small spark. J under­ 
stand that they were on their way to town 
and stopped to wait for some one and were 
smoking when Carmichael came up to 
them. The most suspicious thing about it 
was the way they acted. Instead of going 
to work they were standing looking at it 
without making any effort to cluvR it. 
When Carmichael catue tip they were 
the first ones to see 
it of course.’.’ 
And why they did not get to work at 
once 1 can’t understand. Tlie chances are 
ten to one that they could have put it out 
had they wished.” 
“ Who are they and what became of 
them ?” 
“ I don't know their names, but they 
were working for McKcw, so J was told. 
There is no telling where they arc now. 
I 
think it would have been advisable to have 
them kept under guard, for if they did fire 
it thev are out of the wav now and there is 


not. No one seemed to know who the men 
were, and after the lire was under control 
they could not l>e found. The most of the 
people about Oakdale, however, think it 
was carelessness on the part of the two 
men.” 


s a v in g A THRASHER— THE HEAT. 
On the Muncy farm the men were trying 
to get a thrashing machine out of tho way, 
when a whirlwind of fire came up and 
swept over the machine, burning tlie horses 
terribly; two of them had to be killed. 
1 he men got the machine out in the end. 
JA\ atson had his board and tlie bairon his 
head burned to the skin. 
Altout 2 o clock in the afternoon the heat 
from tho lire reached Oakdale, and it was 
sii hot there that |>eople felt like putting 
themselves in an ice-betl. A band was or­ 
ganized in Modesto to go out and fight the 
fire, hut about the time they were ready to 
start it was learned that the fire was under 
control.

¡San -Francisco B ulletin. Ju ly 21st.] 
A new policy with regard to the -ale of 
lands has been begun in the Land Office of 
tin- Central Pacific Railroad. Heretofore 
it has been a matter for complaint that a 
great deal of land was bought and hold by 
speculntors. who did nothing toward the 
development of the country, but, on the 
contrary, retarded it by holding their land 
tor high prices. 
It has been determined 
to do all that can be done to break up this 
practice, and to encourage settlement, and 
cultivation of the land. 
To this end it has 
been decided to sell no land to any person 
who will not occupy and improve it. and 
to such persons, except to those who wish 
cattle range-, a reduction in price from 33 
to 40 per cent, will be made. 
But the rail­ 
road will control the land until it has been 
improved by the purchaser in the manner 
proposed, and retains the power of prevent­ 
ing its sale to speculators. Each applicant 
for agricultural land must certify the use 
to which he proposes to put it; that he will 
within three months enter upon it and be­ 
gin improvements- that the application is 
made on his own behalf; that he will not 
sell or attempt to sell without the consent 
of the Land Agent; and that an assignment 
without consent shall he a declaration of 
his abandonment of his rights. 
The application must be signed in the 
presence of two witnesses. If the appli­ 
cant does not enter upon and commence 
improvement upon the land within the 
tinte specified, no second application from 
the same party for the same land will be 
received. 
In the event of such failure the 
land will be open to a second applicant. 
Permission to assign the rights will be 
given if deemed advisable by the Land 
Agent, but all assignments made without 
such permission first having been obtained 
will he construed to be an abandonment of 
all rights conferred. The improvement of 
twenty acres is good as to an application 
tor eighty acres. 
The improvement of 
forty acres will hold otic hundred and sixty 
acres, and the improvement of one hun­ 
dred and sixty acres is deemed “ cultiva­ 
tio n ” within tlie meaning of the applica­ 
tion as relates to six hundred and forty 
acres. 
Timber land lias been a great field for 
the operation of the speculator, and vast, 
tracts nave been bought up and lield until 
the needs of sawmills will force them to 
pay extortionate prices. Such monopoly 
is seen to work to the disadvantage of the 
great lumber interests, which are often 
seriously crippled. To prevent this it has 
been determined to sell timber land only 
to those who will make a more advanta­ 
geous use of it. Applicant» are therefore 
requested to certify that the land is neces­ 
sary lor the prosecution of enterprises in 
which they are engaged, and that it will 
not he held for speculative purposes. 
In the ease of grazing land it has been 
the custom for persons to purchase a range 
of 040 acres where there is water, and 
thereby obtain, through this water supply, 
virtual control and actual use of ten miles 
square of grazing land, tiius enabling them 
to raise a stock vastly in excess of that 
which they eottld do on the range actually 
owned by them. 
It is therefore stipulated 
that the range should he fenced to keep the 
owner’s stock within it. Applications for 
grazing land will not be received for a less 
quantity than all the grazing land that tlie 
company owns in the section ; and if at the 
time of final purchase, tlie applicant has 
made no improvement, but has simply 
tt-ed tlie Until as open range, the applicant 
shall be deemed to have acquired no rights 
or equities under this application, exempt as 
relates to lands in the State of Nevada, and 
Territory of Utah,wherein the requirement 
of lunlding fences shall not be deemed to 
apply.

THE FLATF03M QUESTION. 


The Democracy of the State of Califor­ 
nia, which is of different timber Ironi 
the Democracy that was represented at the 
Oliicngo Convention in the current month, 
made a platform at the city of Stockton. 
At Chicago the National Democracy nom­ 
inated a candidate for the Presidency 
whose political record is an open and fla­ 
grant repudiation of the Stockton plat­ 
form. Of this there is no one so bold as 
even to suggest a doubt. It is confessed. 
Now this placed the Democracy of the 
State of California in the exceedingly awk­ 
ward dilemma of professing certain polit­ 
ical principles which their candidate for 
President has in Iris life, and his action, 
distinctly and boldly repudiated. When 
they go before the people and plead the 
Stockton platform, they plead a conviction 
of political faith to which their candidate 
is notoriously infidel. The existence of a 
platform and the nomination of a candi­ 
date serve to give emphasis to the variance 
of political significance between them. 
Now it is equally apparent that if the 
Republican party in California formulate a 
communistic platform, it will produce the 
same incongruity between its platform and 
its candidate. Mr. lilaine has nothing in 
his record or his character—there is, in 
short, nothing in all his career, to warrant 
the assumption that he will give comfort 
or countenance to any of the destructive 
and radical “ isms" that have so agitated 
the Democracy in this State, or that lie will 
he bound by any similar declarations on 
the part of a Convention of his party in 
this State. There is not a color of com­ 
munism in any part of his record. 
The adoption of a communistic platform 
in the coming Convention, as has been de­ 
manded by some extremists whoso con­ 
ceptions of statesmanlike policy and the 
rights of citizens do not rise to the level of 
those entertained by Mr. Blaine, will pro­ 
duce. we repeat, (lie same repulsive de­ 
formity between political professions and 
the head of the ticket as is now confessed 
on all sides to exist in the Democratic situ­ 
ation. 
Mr 
Blaine should be given no 
extra loads to carry in this State. He isa 
political giant, but not equal to the burdens 
that some shortsighted people would put 
upon the shoulders of the gallant standard- 
bearer. Nor, we repeat, is there anything 
else than danger in attempting the experi­ 
ment. In his admirable letter, Mr. Blaine 
lias made his own platform, and in it there 
is no word or syllable to indicate that he lias 
any sympathy with the destructive senti­ 
ments which have made the Stockton Con­ 
vention a laughing s to c k and a by-word, 
and secured for the California Democracy 
contemptuous and deserved repudiation at 
the hands of a National Convention. 
The time has passed when the people 
can be deceived by the system of out-bid­ 
ding in demagogic platform declarations, 
ami no man more clearly than Mr Blaine 
sees this. Nor would lie be a party to any 
such miserable scheme. He has determined 
for himself the issues he desires to be the 
burning issues of the National campaign. 
Upon the National platform the voters of 
the State of California can all stand. Then 
is in that platform, regarding the rights of 
men 
and of 
property, and 
the re­ 
lations of men and the industries of the 
country and the capital dependent upon 
them and ujion which they depend, notic­ 
ing which the Convention of the party in 
this State is called ujion to add to, or take 
from, for the purposes of a national cam­ 
paign—nothing with which it ran meddle 
without doing the candidacy of Mr. Blaine, 
and the campaign of the party in this State 
irreparable injury. 
These truths are so apparent that we can­ 
not conceive the Convention will hazard 
the chances of victory by any such folly as a 
few impracticable and selfish spirits arc 
disposed to force upon it. As we said only 
the other d ay : 
“ A political platform in a Presidential 
campaign should he confined to the declara­ 
tion of central political principles.

We applaud all efforts to further the in­ 
terests of Sacramento, and have no jeal­ 
ousy of the labors of others in that direc­ 
tion. But we have a regard for the truth 
of history, and this impels us to say that 
our evening contemporary, in an urgent 
article setting forth the great good that 
will accrue to this section by properly dis­ 
seminating information concerning its ad­ 
vantages, permits its enthusiasm to lead it 
into an exaggeration of which we trust it 
is by this time heartily ashamed.

It originated 
the commercial comparisons of year with 
year, and presented as the result of its own 
labors the statistical proofs of the growth 
of Sacramento’s trade from about $15,000,- 
00i) to nearly $-50,000,000 within a little 
over a decade, and it is history that 
these labors in no small degree con 
tributed to the gratifying trade results’ 
It was the first to consider systematically 
flic immigration, irrigration and similar 
questions, and to send out competent men 
to examine into the various regions inviting 
immigrants. It lias never failed to forcibly 
present the advantages of this section, and 
to earnestly urge the upbuilding and set­ 
tlement of this region. It reflects that it 
was largely instrumental in bringing the 
merchants together in the formation of a 
Board of Trade, and in indueingthat body to 
issue and distribute official pamphlets set­ 
ting fortli the advantages of the whole re­ 
gion tributary to Sacramento. It warmly 
urged the people to avail of the medium of 
the railroad immigration bureau for the 
dissemination of information regarding 
this section of country, and gave its col­ 
umns freely to aid that movement. 
It 
favored like action regarding the State 
Immigration Society and its plans to fur­ 
ther settlement. 
It would, in short, be 
self-laudatory to a degree not pardonable, to 
further detail the early and constant labors 
of this journal to secure the division of 
large land holdings and the settlement of 
the country upon which the prosperity of 
this city is dependent, or to recapitulate its 
labors generally for the advancement of 
the Sacramento section. 
We have no word to utter in the way of 
belittling the labors of our contemporary 
in these directions, and recognize the fact 
tiiat the press of Sacramento lias happily 
been a unit in these matters. But we do 
despise., and do not hesitate to express our 
contempt ror ;nut sty le o f journalism that 
projects itself into such considerations so far 
as to declare that it has “ single-handed ” 
been making a fight for population and 
trade, thereby suggesting that all others of 
the city press have been, if not opposed to 
progress and business energy, at least apa­ 
thetic on the subject. The truth is. that 
our contemporary cannot afford to com­ 
pare records 
with the 
Rrcokd-Uxion 
on this subject. but the latter jour­ 
nal 
can 
afford 
to 
stand 
by 
the 
verdict of an observant public regarding the 
work done by the respective journals in the 
direction indicated. It is very distasteful 
to the R k c o r d - U n io n to make these refer­ 
ences, but its sense of justice will not per­ 
mit it, by quiescncc, to became a party to 
misrepresentation to gratify the self-im­ 
portance of a contetup* irary. 


Tiik Church Vnion, one of the leading re­ 
ligious journals of the day, says of Mr.

W a sh in g t o n , July 21st. Following is 
Logan's letter accepting the nomination : 


W a sh in g t o n (D. C.), July 19, 1884. 
D e a r S i b : 
Having received from you, 
on the 24th of June, the official notifica­ 
tion of my nomination by the National 
Republican Convention for Vice-President 
of the United States, and considering it to 
be the duty of every man devoting himself 
to public sendee to assume any position to 
which lie may be called by the voice of his 
countrymen, 1 accept the nomination with 
grateful heart and a deep sense of its re­ 
sponsibilities, and, if elected, shall en­ 
deavor to discharge the duties of the office 
to the best of my ability. The honor, as 
is well understood, was not sought by me. 
That it was tendered by the representatives 
of the party in a manner so flattering will 
serve to lighten whatever labors I may be 
called upon to perform. 
Although the variety of subjects covered 
in the very excellent and vigorous declara­ 
tion of principles adopted by the late Con­ 
vention prohibits, upon an occasion calling 
for brevity of expression, that full elabora­ 
tion of which they are susceptible, I avail 
myself of party usage to signify my appro­ 
val of various resolutions of t lie platform 
and to discuss them briefly. 


PROTECTION TO AMERICAN LABOR. 
The resolution of the platform declaring 
for 
the 
levy 
of 
such 
duties 
as 
to afford security 
to 
our 
diversified 
and protection to the rights 
of labor, to the end that active 
and intelligent labor, as well as capital, 
may have its just award and the laboring 
man his full share in the national pros­ 
perity, meets my hearty approval. If there 
be a nation on the face of the earth which 
might, if it were a desirable thing, Build a 
wall upon its every boundary line, und 
deny communication to all the world, and 
proceed to live upon its own resources 
and productions, 
that 
nation 
is the 
United States. There is hardly a legiti­ 
mate necessity of civilized communities 
which cannot be produced from the extra­ 
ordinary resources of our several States and 
Territories, 
with 
their 
manufactories, 
mines, farms, timber land and water-ways. 
This circumstance, taken in connection 
with the fact that our form of Government 
is entirely unique among the nations of the 
world, makes it utterly absurd to institute 
comparisons between our own economic 
systems and those of other Governments, 
and especially to attempt to borrow systems 
from them. We stand alone in our circum­ 
stances, 
our 
forces, 
our 
possibilities 
and 
our 
aspirations. 
In 
all 
suc­ 
cessful 
Governments 
it 
is 
a 
prime 
requisite that capital and labor should 
be upon the best of terms, and that both 
should enjoy the highest attainable pros­ 
perity. If there lie a disturbance of the 
just balance between them, one or the other 
suffers, and dissatisfaction follows, which 
is harmful to both. The lessons furnished 
by the comparatively short history of our 
own national life have been too much over­ 
looked by our people. 


TH E T A R IFF. 
The fundamental article in the old Dem­ 
ocratic 
creed 
proclaimed 
almost ab­ 
solutely free trade, and this, too, 
no 
more 
than 
a quarter 
of a 
century 
ago. 
The low condition of 
our na­ 
tional credit, the financial and business 
uncertainties and general lack of prosperity 
under that system, can be remembered by 
every man now in middle life. Although 
in ¡lie great number 
of reforms in­ 
stituted 
by 
the 
Republican 
party, 
sufficient credit has 
not 
been 
pub­ 
licly awarded to th a t oi 
taiilF refo rm , 
its benefits have nevertheless been felt 
throughout the land. The principleunder­ 
lying this measure has been in process of 
gradual development by the Republican 
party during a comparatively brief period 
of its ¡lower, and to-day a portion of its an­ 
tiquated Democratic opponents make un­ 
willing 
concession 
to 
the correctness 
of 
an 
equitably 
adjusted 
protective 
tariff 
by 
following 
slowly 
in 
its 
footsteps, though 
a 
very 
long way 
in the rear. 
The principles involved 
is one of no great obscurity, and can be 
readily comprehended by any intelligent 
person calmly reflecting upon it. 
The 
political and social systems of some of our 
trades with competing nations have created 
working classes miserable in the extreme. 
They receive the merest stipend for their 
daily 
toil, 
and, 
in 
great 
expense 
of the necessities of life, are deprived 
of tiiose comforts of clothing, housing 
and health-producing food with Which 
wholesome mental and social recreation 
can alone make existence happy and desir­ 
able. Now. if the products of those coun­ 
tries are to be placed in our market along­ 
side American products, either the Amer­ 
ican capitalist must suffer in his legitimate 
profits, or iie must make the American 
laborer suffer in his attempt to compete 
with the species of labor above referred to 
in 
a 
substantial 
reduction 
of 
pay. 
There can be no compensating advan­ 
tages for the American laborer, because 
articles of daily consumption which he was. 
with the exception of articles not produced 
in the United States, and easy to be pro­ 
vided for, as tea and coffee, are grown in 
our own country, and would not be affected 
in price by the lowering of duties. There­ 
fore, while lie would receive less for his 
labor, the cost of living would not be de­ 
creased. 
Being practically placed upon 
nay of the European laborer, our own would 
be deprived of the facilities for educating 
and sustaining his family respectably. He 
would be shorn of the proper opportunities 
tor self-improvement, and liis value as a 
citizen charged with a portion of the obli­ 
gations of government would be lessened. 
The moral tone of the laboring class would 
suffer in turn with the interests of capital, 
and the well-being, orderly citizens in gen­ 
eral would be menaced, while one evil 
would react upon another until there would 
he a general disturbance of the whole com­ 
munity. The true problem of good and stable 
Government is how to infuse prosperity 
among all classes of people—the manufac­ 
turer, fanner, mechanic and latmrer alike. 
Such prosperity is preventive of crime, is 
security to capital, and the very best guar­ 
antee of peace and happiness. The obvious 
policy of our Government is to protect both 
capital and labor by the proper imposition 
of duties. This protection should extend 
to even- article of American production 
which goes to build up tho general pros­ 
perity of our people. 


TH E WOOL INTEREST. 
The National Convention, in view of cer­ 
tain dat.gers menacing the wool interests 
of the United States, deemed it wise to 
adopt a separate resolution on the subject 
of its proper protection., This industry is 
a very large and important one. The neces­ 
s a r y legislation to sustain this industry 
upon a prosperous basis should he ex­ 
tended. 
No one realizes 
more 
fully 
than myself the great delay and diffi­ 
culty of adjusting the tariff so nicely 
and equitably as to protect every home in­ 
dustry, sustain every class of American 
labor, promote to the highest point our 
great agricultural interests, and at the same 
time to give one and all the advantages 
pertaining to foreign productions not in 
competition with our own, thus not only 
building up our foreign commerce, hut 
taking measures to carry it in our own 
bottoms. 
Difficult as this work appears 
and really is, it is susceptible of accom­ 
plishment by patient and intelligent labor, 
and to no hands can it he committed with 
as great assurance of success as those of 
the Republican party. 


OUR MONETARY SYSTEM. 
The Republican party is indisputably 
the author of a financial und monetary sys­ 
tem which it is safe to say has never 
before been equalled by that of any 
other nation. Under the operation of our 
system of finance, the country was safety

The subjects embraced in the resolutions 
respectively looking to promoting our in­ 
terstate and foreign commerce and to the 
matter of our foreign relations, are fraught 
with great importance to our people. In re 
speet to interstate commerce there is much 
to be desired in the way of equitablerates and 
facilities of transportation, that commerce 
may flow freely to the States themselves, 
a diversity of industries and employment 
to be promoted in all sect ions of the coun­ 
try, and that the great granaries and m anu­ 
facturing establishments of the interior 
may be enabled to send their products to 
the*seaboard for shipment to foreign coun­ 
tries, relieved of vexatious restrictions and 
discriminations, in matters of which it may 
emphatically be said, “ Time is money, 
anti also of unjust charges upon articles 
destined to meet close competition from 
the 
products of 
other 
parts of the 
world. 
As to our foreign commerce, 
the enormous growth of our industries and 
our surprising production of cereals and 
other necessities of life, imperatively re­ 
quire that immediate and effective means 
may be taken through peaceful, orderly 
and conservative methods to open markets 
which have been and are now monopolized 
largely by other nations. This more par­ 
ticularly* relates to our sister republics of 
Spanish America, and also, too, our friends, 
the people of the Brazilian Empire. The 
Republics of Spanish America are allied to 
us by the very closest and warmest feelings, 
based upon a*similarity of institutions and 
government, 
common 
aspirations 
and 
mutual hopes. The “ Great Republic,” as 
they proudly term the 
United States, 
is * bxikcd * upon 
by 
their 
people 
with affectionate admiration, and as a 
model for them to build upon, and we 
should cultivate between them and our­ 
selves closer commercial relations, which 
wil hind all together by ties of friendly in­ 
tercourse and mutual advantage. Further 
than litis, being small commonwealths in a 
military and naval sense, they look to us 
as at least a moral defender against a sys­ 
tem of territorial and other encroach­ 
ments which, aggressive in the past, has 
not 
been 
abandoned 
at 
this 
day. 
Diplomacy and intrigue have done much 
more to wrest the commerce of Spanish- 
America from the United States than has 
legitimate commercial competition. Politi­ 
cally, wc should be bound to the republics 
—our own continent by the closest ties, 
and communication by ships and rail­ 
roads 
should 
be 
encouraged to the 
fullest possible extent consistent with wise 
and conservative public policy. 


HOME AND ABROAD. 


PACIFIC COAST ITEMS. 


The railroad station at Pantano. Arizona, 
was struck by ■lightning the other day and 
set on tike. 
A jury has given the Albion mine $18,200 
damages against the Richmond Company' 
it Eureka, Nev. The am ount sued for was 
$ii08,000. 
In the region between the Lower Judith 
and Musselshell, M. T., within the last 
three weeks, tlurteen horse thieves have 
been lynched, and it is probable the end is 
not yet. 
A three-year-old daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. Charles Woodman, of Oroville. the 
other day poured the contents of a laud­ 
anum bottle into the mouth of her baby 
brother, causing his death in a very short 
time. 
Herman Schumacher was found hanging 
by a strap to a rafter in bis cabin near For­ 
est Hill on Saturday last. He had been in 
ill-health for the last few years, which is 
supposed to b e. the reason of his commit­ 
ting suicide. 
Aaron Lurch, a merchant at Cottage 
Grove, Lane county. Or., it has been dis­ 
covered, has duplicated nearly every note 
he held against the farmers. In one in­ 
stance a note for $800 was duplicated five- 
times. He is in jail. 
The Central Pacific Railroad will soon 
begin to bore for water on its lands in 
Nevada, with the intention of demonstrat­ 
ing, if possible, the possibility' of obtaining 
a sufficient supply for irrigation and g la z ­ 
ing purposes. One well will be sunk near 
Wadsworth. There are a great many flow 
ing wells in the vicinity of Battle Moun­ 
tain, and one of them, 1.50 feet deep, flows 
eleven feet from the surface, and produces 
50,000 gallons per day. W ith such wells on 
cattle ranges such land will be made much 
more valuable, and much larger numbers 
of stock can be maintained. 
M. B. Kerr, of the United States Geolog­ 
ical Survey, is at Red Bluff, arranging for 
surveys to complete the map of Mount 
Shasta, already well advanced under the 
supervision of* I’rofessor Thompson. 
For 
this purpose he will have a party stationed 
at Mount Shasta, with headquarters at Sis­ 
son’s. 
J. S. Diller will accompany this 
party, and during the completion of the 
topographical survey and the finishing of 
the map will finish the geological work. 
Parties will be stationed at Mount Lassen. 
Mount Linn; and a third station established 
somewhere in the Salmon range of moun­ 
tains, to be hereafter determined. 


S cien tific R e s e a rc h . 
E ds. R ecord-Uxion : In history we will 
always find science belittled and ridiculed, 
and any new problem solved has to fight 
superstition and ignorance. The greater its 
benefits to the human race tiie more oppo 
sition it meets. Just now as theOreelv sci 
entifie party who yvere sent to Lady Frank 
lin buy in 1881, having been cruelly de­ 
ceived and neglected by the Government 
through mismanagement in furnishing sup­ 
plies at the proper time and place, have 
been found in a starving condition and 
nearly all dead. It is very natural for hu­ 
mane persons to attribute their loss to the 
climate of those regions. But facts do not 
sustain the argument, and an analysis yvill 
show that it was a wicked want of precau­ 
tion that any life wa* lost. Dr. Hays, who 
made tyvo voyages in these seas, says the 
coid weather is no obstacle to health. Hall 
also unites bis testimony with others to the 
same effect. The seas "teem with animal 
life; on land animals—bears, wolves, rein­ 
deer, musk oxen and foxes—are abundant. 
The air contains flocks of birds; game is 
plenty. But these explorers were expect­ 
ing tofind provisions at the place where 
they made a halt and did not. of course, lay 
in supplies as they would have done. It 
would have been easy enough to have made 
a station there with provisions. This is no 
unknown country; it lias all been surveyed 
and mapped years ago; whalers go there 
every summer. If more attention bad been 
paid to science und less to the next election 
by those the people have placed in power, 
whose humanity should have called their 
attention to duty, all would have come 
home alive and well. The history of voy­ 
ages in any other part of our globe 
is as 
full of disaster, 
starvation and 
death as are the accounts of Arctic explora­ 
tions. In the tropics, where was most of the 
voyage of F. Magellan in the first circum­ 
navigation of the world in 1519-1522, out 
of a fleet of five ships and 234 men, only 
one ship and fifteen men returned to 
Europe. Pigafetta, in his account of the 
voyage, said: “ In the future no sailor 
will be bold enough to brave the dangers 
and fatigue 
of another 
circumnavi­ 
gation of the world.” 
It was at that 
time considered “ insane,” and not another 
voyage was made for fifty-six years, when 
Sir Francis Drake made his celebrated voy­ 
age. Now it isa common everv-dav occur­ 
rence. The voyage to England costs hun­ 
dreds of lives; to travel 
anywhere is 
dangerous. To assert that Arctic voyages 
have not paid, is to display a want of 
knowledge of results. Lives’ have been 
last, as on other expeditions, but the 
knowledge obtuined of currents and the 
natural phenomena lias been some com­ 
pensation for it all. and saved valuable 
time and lives on other voyages. 
To obtain a complete knowledge of this 
globe on which we live is the part of wis­ 
dom. To call it “ insane” is to tall in 
question the results of the labors of Uabot, 
Cartier, Frobisher. Gomez, Rut, Hudson, 
Behring, Ross, Kane, Hall, Hayes, and 
many others, whose lives were spent to 
remove superstition in regard to these un­ 
known regions. A few valuable lives lost 
in scientific investigations is not so bail as 
thousands destroyed in the foolish wars.

Spain ancl a C om m ercial T reaty, 
N ew Y o r k , July 21st.—Commercial cir­ 
cles are discussing the statements printed 
in the Timer from Madrid concerning the 
■treaty which Minister Foster lias been in­ 
structed to make with Spain. It is stated 
that Foster is instructed to insist upon the 
terms of a treaty which will provide for 
the settlement of claims of citizens of the 
United States growing out of the action of 
the Spanish Government in Cuba. The 
claims amount to many millions, and the 
Spanish Government is anxious to post­ 
pone the day of settlement. Sidney Web­ 
ster, who is counsel for the Spanish Gov­ 
ernment, io now in Europe, ostensibly for 
health, but really to look after the inter­ 
ests of his clients. Spain lias finally come 
to the conclusion that she cannot hold 
Cuba; that the island must henceforth be 
a serious charge upon her treasury; but if 
she proposes to sell to tho United States 
it would afford a pretext for a revolution. 
If a claims treaty is concluded in a year o • 
two, awards for many millions will inev­ 
itably be made against Spain on account of 
damages to Cuban estates of American cit­ 
izens. It is thought the United States may 
negotiate such a commercial treaty as may 
lead her to purchase Cuba and assume the 
claims and pat- the latter some millions 
besides. By the time the Spanish Govern­ 
ment proper mat- be strong enough to ac­ 
cept the offer, you may expect to hear of 
public sentiment being created in favor of 
the transfer.

D ise a sed A n im a ls—H orses and C attle. 
Notice was made in the columns of the 
IÍEgpRD-UN'iox sonic time since of the prev­ 
alence of glandered horses in Sacramento 
and adjoining counties. Several cases were 
cited where veterinary surgeons had con­ 
demned horses having that incurable and 
contagious disease. Since that tim e several 
valuable animals have been killed, and a 
case comes up in the Pol ice Court this morn­ 
ing where a man by the name of iaquin 
is charged with keeping a glandered horse 
after it had been condemned by persons 
claiming to have knowledge of the subject. 
Theanimalwas condemned two weeks ago, 
and was again visited yesterday by a 
veterinary surgeon, the Health Officer 
and members of the Board of Health, who 
say that the disease had made rapid prog­ 
ress during the interim of the examina­ 
tions. 
A. M. McCollum says that the 
“ woods are full of them,” and he appre­ 
hends that before people wake up to a full 
realization of what is upon them, a very 
large number of horses in this section will 
become diseased. He said that it worked- 
a great hardship for some to have to kill 
their horses. 
A few days ago he was 
called upon by a laborer, who lives in the 
upper 
part 
of 
the 
city, 
to 
ex­ 
amine 
his 
horses, 
the 
owner 
iearing 
that 
they had 
the disease. 
He did so, and found that both had the 
glanders. He also found that the poor man 
had a wife and six small children, whose 
entire dependence was the earnings of those 
two horses. “ W hat could I do in that 
case?” he asked. " I certainly had not 
heart to make a complaint against him, 
still in reality it should, for the good of the 
entire community, be done.” He said he 
thought the Legislature should at its next 
session enact a law authorizing the paying 
for, and then killing of all such animals. 
Several days ago cattle in the neighbor­ 
hood of Twentieth street and some in the 
neighborhood of Washington, Yolo county, 
showed symptoms of some peculiar but 
evidentlv serious disease. The cows of ex­ 
Mayor Turner were attacked with it and 
he sent for Dr. McCollum. After diagnos­ 
ing several cases, he gave it as his opinion 
that the disease is what is known as an- 
throx, somewhat similar to the foot and 
mouth disease, but not so fatal. It is one 
of the most widely diffused animal diseases 
known to medical science, being found in 
all parts of the world. 
In France the 
disease is known as charbon, and annually 
causes enormous losses in cattle and sheep 
in that country. 
It is now a rare disease 
in England, but centuries ago it was very 
common and destructive. It is a disease 
seldom heard of in the United States, but 
is very contagious, and unless taken care 
of properly is liable to cause an epidemic. 
There are 4.! eases in and around this city, 
the oldest case being less than a week old. 
So fur it has been confined entirely to cows, 
the first symptoms being that of drying up, 
or falling off in ipiantity of milk, stiffen­ 
ing of the front feet, refusing to take food, 
slobbering at the nose, a sore upper lip, 
and very high fever at the nostril. The 
animals show a disposition to lie down 
most of the time, and are very* sore be­ 
tween the toes. So far but one animal has 
died, but if they keep coming down with 
the rapidity they have during the past 
week, the fatality cannot help being large. 
Immediately after a cow shows any of the 
above symptoms, she should be removed 
from the other animals, so as to prevent 
contagion, and her milk should not be 
used for domestic purposes.

G o v e r n o r 's P r o c la m a tio n . — Governor 
Stoneman lias issued a proclamation an­ 
nouncing that the proposed amendment to 
the Constitution of the State, adopted by 
the Legislature at its twenty-fifth session, 
relative.to the printing of text-books, will 
be submitted to the people at the general 
election to be held on the 4th of November, 
1884. This amendment provides that the 
Governor, Superintendent of Public In­ 
struction and the Principals of the State 
Normal Schools shall constitute the State 
Board of Education, and shall compile, or 
cause to be compiled, and adopt a uniform 
scries of text-books for use in the common 
schools throughout the State. The book-, 
when compiled, are to be printed at the 
State Printing Office, and sold at the cost 
price of printing, publishing and distribut­ 
ing. They shall continue in use not less 
than four years.
